A statement of principles to be followed by the DCI and IAC: 


"The responsibility of CIA. with respect to coordination 
of intelligence activities has not been fully discharged," 


"The IAC is soundly conceived as an advisory body, but 
should, under the forthright initiative and leadership of 
the Director of Central Intelligence, participate more 
actively in the continuing coordination of intelligence 
activities and in the discussion and approval of intelli- 
gence estimates," 


CIA's Position: 


We have endeavored to coordinate by mtual agreement which is 
recognized in the Dulles Report as the mst effective method. 
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We believe that "discussion by the IAC" does not mean the IAC 
members themselves, but rather their offices. There is such dis~ 
cussion nowadays among interdepartmental working groups and also on 
higher levels in the form of concurrences and nonconcurrences, Dis- 
sents are included in coordinated intelligence estimates,
